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PG County Council to Hear Applications 
For Rezoning Tidler, Smith-Ewing Tracts

Six rezoning applications 
for the Tidler and Smith- 
Ewing tracts (see map) will 
be considered on June 24 by 
the Prince Georges County 
Council. The meeting is 
scheduled at 10 a.m. in the 
County Administration 
Building in Upper Marlboro. 
At the hearing the District 
Council will have to resolve 
differing judgments from 
various advisory bodies con- 
cerning whether or not to 
approve rezoning on the 
tracts. : 

On April 8 the County Zoning 
Hearing Examiner recommended 


that the commercial portions of 
the applications be denied but 
that the residential portions be 
approved. Earlier the staff of the 
Prince Georges Planning Board 
acted similarly. This board, 
however, reversed its staff and 
approved the commercial requests. 

On the home front, the Green- 


belt City Council unanimously 


tions with the blessing of organi- 
zations representing Greenbriar, 
Windsor Green, Glen Ora, and 
Hunting Ridge developments. 
(These are all located near the 
Smith-Ewing and Tidler tracts.) 

In giving the green light to all 
‘the applications, city council and 
the associations felt that the fi- 
nal agreement reached with the 
developers was the best compro-— 
mise—one that (1) eliminated the 
possibility of high-rise apart- 


ments (R-10, 48 units per acre) 
on the already R-10 zoned Smith- 
Ewing tract, (2) gained single- 
family homes on the Tidler pro- 
perty, and (3) established cove- 
nants dealing with development 
and building height restrictions, 
buffers, and traffic studies. 
Located in Greenbelt on the 
east side of Hanover Parkway, 
and south of Greenbelt Road, the 
properties total 105.19 acres — 
21.82 acres on Smith-Ewing pro- 
perty and 83.37 on Tidler. 
Proposed development on 
Smith-Ewing would include one 
mid-rise and two low-rise office 





buildings on 17 acres in the com- 
mercial office zone (C—O) and a 
136-unit low-rise hotel — _ the 
Brocks Residence Inn .— on four 
plus acres in the commercial 
shopping center zone (CSC). 

On the drawing boards for the 
Tidler property are 109 detached 
single-family homes on 39.43 a- 
cres in the R-55 zoning category, 
which permits up to 4.2 units an 
acre. These homes would be con- 
structed south of Windsor Green. 
About 232 townhouses would be 
located on 34.25 acres. The ma- 


jority of the units would be situ-

Charrette, Holiday Inn, Farmgate, 


New Legislation, Keep Council Busy:

On June 10, council zipped 
through a long list of agenda 
items pausing, however, for 
a lengthy discussion of the 
design charrette done on 
Roosevelt Center. 

While the direction of the 
charrette — toward an improv- 
ed center — was not in question, 
the future leadership role of char- 
rette participants was question- 
ed. Since each design had 
worthwhile elements and none 
was declared overall winner, it 
had been suggested that the ar- 
eas of commonality among the 
designs be determined so that 
guidelines for the Center’s im- 
provement could be established. 
Norene Yoch, charrette leader, 
explained that charrette partici- 
pants intended to meet to deter- 
mine commonality and draft 
guidelines. Councilmember 
Thomas White, however, felt “It’s 
premature for another group to 
draft guidelines without. council 
seeing the raw data.” Concerned 
about safety, walkways, etc., he 
_ added, “At an early time, I’d like 


to see council back in its role.” 
Mayor Pro-tem Richard Pilski 
agreed. He felt, “All the work 
that was done was well done, but 
council needs to move with 
staff’s direction, not the char- 
rette’s”. Councilmember Ed Pu- 
tens agreed that staff should pre- 
pare a presentation. City Man- 
ager James Giese noted that 
staff would meet. with county and 
state officials to explore sources 
of financing. Citizen Keith Cher- 
nikoff reminded everyone to also 
consider an earlier study on the 
Center done by Park and Plan- 
ning. . 7 


Perhaps councilmember Toni 
Bram best explained the char- 
retite group’s motivation, “It’s 
obvious the  charrette’s been 


working all along and they want 
to bring it all together.” Yoch 
explained thait city staff would be 
present at the charrette group’s 
meeting, but she noted succinctly, 
“Folks can meet with or without 


me.” Bram concluded, “We 
shouldn’t now turn our backs on 
this group.” 

Development 


Consideration of other items 


dealing with development did not 
itake as long. Council decided to 
hold discussion of a proposed ad- 
dition to the Holiday Inn until a 
work session on highway im- 
provements and their relation- 
ship to new development. Council 
agreed with developer Terry 
Coakley who said, “We believe 
the best time to discuss this mat- 
ter is during ‘a work session.” 
As is traditional, council took no 
position on liquor licenses — a 
transfer from McDoogal’s to Da- 
mon’s and a new one for Martin’s 
Crosswinds. 
Farmgate 

‘Council was pleased to approve 
ithe preliminary plan for subdi- 
vision for Farmgate parcel 3. 
The example set by this develop— 
ment would be “extremely help- 
ful for the overall development 
of the city,” explained White. 
The 2.9 acre parcel located on the 
northeast side of Research Road 
adjacent to the Agricultural Re- 
search Center is divided into six 
lots. The plan provides for ded- 
ication of a 10-12 foot wide strip 
of land at the back of the lots at

Green Line Funded; 
Glendening Responds 


County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening issued a response Tues-— 
day to the release of $24 million 
by the UrbanMass Transit Ad-— 
ministration which will allow 
construction to begin on_ the 
Green Line in Prince Georges 
County. “We are very happy that 
UMTA Administrator Ralph 
Stanley has released these funds. 
The citizens of Prince Georges 
County have waited many years 
for Metrorail in North County. 
Many ‘business and housing de— 
cisions have been made in ex— 
pectation of this Metrorail line. 
We are very pleased that we will 
now be able to begin construc— 
tion.” 

The $24 million being released 
by UMTA is part of a 1984 fed- 
eral mass transit construction 
grant. ,

tunnels leading to the West Hy-— 
attsville Station.

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Meeting Set to 
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Reorganize 


Teen Club at St. Hugh's

On Sunday, June 2, approximately 40 teenagers and 
their parents gathered in the bleachers at Braden Field to 
discuss the disbanding of the St. Hugh’s Teen Club. Parents 
of Teen Club members had received a letter dated May 30 


from the Reverend John Stack, 


their pastor, informing them 


that the ‘“‘Teen Club would be disbanded for the summer and 
a new direction, more in keeping with a church sponsored 


organization,” would be taken. 


A participant in the Braden 
Field meeting described the group 
as quiet and orderly, not a de- 
monstration. After discussing 
the matter, the teenagers and pa- 
rents decided to go to St. Hugh’s 
to request that the Rev. Stack 
meet with representatives of the 
group at a future time. 


According to a spokesman for 
the Greenbelt City Police Depart- 
ment, a juvenile member of the 
Teen Club went to the police de- 
partment to request that the po- 
lice check on the welfare of the 
pastor. When the police officers 
arrived at St. Hugh’s, they loca- 
ted the pastor in the rectory and 
no police assistance was requir- 
ed. The squad cars, which re- 
sponded to the call stayed only 
about seven minutes, the police 


said. 
Wayne Williams, one of 
the parents. present, stated 


that after the police left the 
rectory, a list of five people was 
submitted to the Rev. Stack re- 
questing a meeting. He further 
reported that Stack agreed to 
meet with a group of parents, 
and four others of his choice. Ac- 
cording to Mary Ann Eley, one 
of the parents present at two 
- subsequent meetings with the 
Rev. Stack, her priorities were to 
obtain a deacon for the club and 
to assure that Rose Bistany 
would continue in her role. 


Bistany, a former member of 
the Teen Club and its leader for 
the past several years told the 
News Review that the disbanding 
of the Teen Club resulted from 
a trip to King’s Dominion during 
which two guests of teen club 
members are alleged to have 
drunk beer on the return trip, 
a violation of both the Teen 
Club code of conduct and State 
law. Other disturbances on the 
bus are also alleged to have oc- 
curred.

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Greenbéliers Speak 
At Metro Hearing

Greenbelters turned out in force 
for the Metro Bus hearing held 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
on June 4. 

Led by Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
and Councilman Thomas X. 
White, residents expressed their 
concern about the planned elimi— 
nation of one-half of the runs of 
Route R 11 and all but one morn- 
ing run of the R 15. Both routes 
are express services to and from 
the New Carrollton Metro sta-— 
tion; the R 11 starts in Spring— 
hill Lake and ,the R 15 from 
Greenbelt Center. 

In his remarks Mayor Weiden- 
feld announced that the City 
Council of Greenbelt strongly op-— 
poses the curtailment of service. 
Citing lack of information to the 
publie on these lines, Weidenfeld 
suggested promotion rather than 
elimination and even expansion 
of service to bring workers to 
Greenbelt offices from New Car- 
rollton. 

Councilman White expressed 
concern that Prince Georges 
County has often experienced 
curtailment of Metro Bus service 
during recent years. White has 
often testified in support of re— 
tention of service. Saying the 
service in Prince Georges County 
is moving backward, not forward. 
he too encouraged retention df 


the lines. 


Other speakers included Karan 
True who initially brought the 
plight of Metro riders to the at- 
tention of Council in testimony 
on May 6. True visited the Metro 
information computer room she 
said, and learned that information 
te callers about the R 15 is un- 
available unless the inquiry hap— 
pens to occur when the buses are 


actually running. At all other 


hours, information is totally un- 
available. Irene Hensel, Trans— 
portation Chair for Citizens for 
Greenbelt lent her support to 
True’s request for a “stay of 
execution” for the lines.

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Tidler, Swith-Ewing Rezoning Is Before County Council 


(Continued from page one) 
ated south of Glen Ora with a 
strip also along Hanover Parkway 
across from the Hunting Ridge 
complex. Low-rise office build- 
ings totalling 176,000 square feet 
would be constructed on 9.69 ac-— 
res immediately south of the 
Smith-Ewing property and east 
of Hanover Parkway. 

The Tidler property is current- 
ly zoned rural-residential (RR- 
1.83 units per acre). Applicants 
Harold and E. Burton Tidler are 
requesting changes to the single- 
family, townhouse, and commer- 
cial zones. 

Conflicts with Master Plan 

Final decision on the rezoning 
applications rests with the Dis- 
trict Council. All six applications 
require a two-thirds vote (six 
members) to approve the rezon- 
ing requests because they conflict 
with the adopted 1970 College 
Park-Greenbelt and Vicinity Mas- 
ter Plan. (This plan is currently 
under review.) 

The Planning Board staff and 
Zoning Hearing Examiner recom- 
mended denial of the commercial 
applications because of this con- 
flict with the Master Plan. 

The 1970 Master Plan recom- 
mends residential development 
east of Hanover Parkway. High- 
rise apartments were projected 
‘for the Smith-Ewing tract and 
a combination of medium-density 
garden apartments, townhouse 
and single-family uses for the 
Tidler tracts. The concept en- 
visioned was a north-south tran- 
sition in residential intensity — 
from high-density apartments at 
Greenbelt Road phasing down to 
low-density residential housing at 
Good Luck Road. 

The Master Plan also limited 
commercial zoning to the area 
west of Hanover Parkway which 
is now the Greenway Shopping 
Center. Accerding to the plan- 
ning staff, there are “three iso- 
lated commercially zoned proper- 
ties” to the east. 

All parties agree there has been 
considerable change in the neigh- 
borhood of the Tidler and Smith- 
Ewing properties since the 1970 
Plan. Zonings since that time — 
particularly the expansion of 
commercial development on the 
west side of Hanover Parkway 
adjacent to Greenway Center 
(Maryland Trade Center Park, 
Holiday Inn, Martin’s) have con—

siderably altered the Plan’s rec- 
ommendations. 

In the other direction, the 
Windsor Green and Glen Ora 
townhouse developments (about 
10 units per acre) are less dense 
than permitted by the existing 
R-30 zoning (12 units per acre) 
which is shown on the Master 
Plan. 

Staff Recommendations 

In lieu of commercial zoning 
and the already authorized high- 
rise use for the property, the 
planning staff and examiner rec- 
ommended townhouses (R-T), 
which, they said, would conform 
to the Windsor Green townhouse 
development along Greenbelt Rd. 
and would also generate less traf- 
fic than the proposed commercial 
development or high-rise apart- 
ments. The staff also noted that 
the high and medium density 
apartments that the Master Plan 
envisioned at Greenbelt Rd. had 
never been developed. 

Hanover Parkway, they also in- 
sisted, meets the criteria of be- 
ing the logical physical barrier 
between the intense commercial 
uses to the west and the residen- 
tiel development to the east. They 
cited a previous decision by the 
District Council to grant town- 
house zoning on the east side of 
Hanover Parkway as recognizing 
this street as the dividing line. 

The examiner and staff found 
that the R-10 high rise and the 
R-80 garden apartment zones 
were “unrealistic” considering the 
real estate market, while “town-— 
houses are the present wave of 
affordable housing.” The appli- 
cants did not dispute this finding 
but, in fact, “support such a 
finding in general, as applied to 
the potential for 1,000 of such 
units on the 
properties.” 

Approves Coumertal 

The Prince Georges County 
Planning Board, in recommending 
that the commercial applications 
be approved determined (1) that 
the commercial zone “would satis- 
fy the spirit of the Master Plan 


(Smitha ing) 


as it provides a transition from 
the high intensity retail/commer- 
cial development to the west of 
Hanover Parkway and residential 
development to the east; (2) 
that “there has been sufficient 
evidence of change in the charac- 
ter of the neighborhood to justify 
te C-O Zone,” and (3) that a 
commercial use (C-O Zone) of 
the subject property would be 
appropriate considering the pro- 
perty’s proximity to Hanover 
Parkway, an arterial highway.” 

The applicants—Smith-Ewing 
and Tidler—take issue with the 
examiner and staff that Hanover 
Parkway is the logical dividing 
line between residential and com- 
mercial development. They in- 
sist that the District Council and 
the Planning Board have never 
endorsed or adopted that view. 
The applicants argue that, when 
the physical characteristics of the 
land—“the marked rise in land 
elevation from Hanover Parkway 
up to the eastern border of the 
subject properties”—are taken in- 
to consideration, the proposed 
commercial uses for the Smith- 
Ewing property would provide a 
more appropriate and natural di- 
viding line. This use, they claim, 
together with the preservation of 
existing vegetation agreed on in 
covenants with the city council, 
would afford more protection for 
the townhouse developments—in 
particular the Glen Ora town- 
houses that sit on the crest of 
the hill. 


“Neighborhood” 

Since rezonings can be justi- 
fied because of changes in the 
neighborhood, the definition of 
what constitutes the neighbor- 
hood becomes crucial. In this 
case, the hearing examiner and 
the planning staff describe the 
neighborhood of the properties 
as the Beltway and Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway to the west, 
Greenbelt Rd. to the north, Ci- 
priano Rd. to the east, and Good 
Luck Rd. to the south. 

The applicants, however, claim 
that use of Greenbelt Rd. as the

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northern border omits the Green- 
briar condominium development 
and other properties across 
Greenbelt Rd. The applicants ar- 
gue that inclusion of these pro- 
perties is logical, pointing out 
that the Greenbriar community, 
together with Glen Ora, Windsor 
Green, and Hunting Ridge, “par- 
ticipated actively in the numerous 
planning sessions which culmina- 
ted in the Concept Plans and 
rezoning patterns proposed by the 
applicants.” 
Public Facilities 

A concern of the District 
Council will be the availability of 
adequate public facilities to sup- 
port development — road systems 
and sewage. If the council finds 
that the lack of adequate’ public 
facilities would adversely affect 
the health, safety and welfare of 
residents in the area, the rezon- 
ing applications could be desig- 
nated premature and _ tabled. 
However, if the applications are 
given the green light, an in-depth 
public facilities test - particular- 
ly that of roads and traffic - will 
be conducted at the preliminary 
sub-division stage. 

According to James Novak, Di- 
rector of Public Works and 
Transportation for the county, 
construction of the extension of 
Hanover Parkway south of Good 
Luck Rd. is expected to begin in 
September. Widening of Green- 
belt Rd. to six lanes between 
Mandan Rd. and the connection 
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with the Kenilworth Ave. inter- 
change is expected to begin in 
spring 1986. Design funds for the 
Greenbelt Road bridge over the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
has been authorized but the con- 


struction date is uncertain. 


This reconstruction as well as 
improvement to the Parkway 
ramps opposite Greenway Center 
cannot be started until Congress 
transfers jurisdiction of the 
Parkway back to the Federal 
government. The bill, which fail- 
ed to pass during the last session, 
is still in the Committee on In- 
terior and Insular Affairs. 


In its deliberations, the District 
Council is also likely to grapple 
with the major question of whe- 
ther the granting of commercial 
zoning for the Tidler and Smith- 
Ewing properties sets a precedent 
for the remaining nearby unde- 
veloped Tidler and Offen proper- 
ties in creating a change in the 
neighborhood. 


Another issue is whether 
Greenbelt East is developing into 
what is defined as an Activity 
Center (regional, local or some- 
where in between the two). All 
parties apparently agree that the 
area contains all the elements. An 
Activity Center is described as a 
“community focal point” provid- 
ing a combination of commercial 
shopping facilities and social, cul- 
tural and recreational activities. 
It also Includes a diverse type of 
nearby housing and parkland. 
Virginia Beauchamp also contri- 
buted to this article.

the North End School boundary. 
In reviewing the plan, the city’s 
advisory planning board (APB). 
had recommended additional ded- 
ication at the front of three lots 
so that the Research Road dedi- 
cated right-of-way would match 
the actual road. Council approved 
the plans with the addition of 
APB’s recommendation. Recall- 
ing the history of the tract and 
a request of the previous owner 
to rezone it. for townhomes, White 
felt, “These individuals and those 
across the road have developed 
as desired.” 

In short order council handled 
several employee matters. In ac- 
cordanee with the 1985-86 bud- 
get, council passed a resolution 
providing for an average 5% pay 
raise. The classification plan for 
police officer candidate was 
changed to reflect the new pay 
_-grade. With a suspension of the 
rules, an ordinance was passed 
on first and second readings to 
allow part-time classified employ- 
ees to participate in the city’s 
life and health insurance pro- 
grams. A resolution was intro- 
duced for first reading to in- 
crease the pay for the mayor and 
council members effective after 
the fall election. 

State Legislation 

Council could not readly come 
up with recommendations for the 
Maryland Municipal League 
(MML) for proposed state legis— 
lation. Council decided to resub-— 
mit a request that the Law En- 
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Council Looks at Farmgate Plans 


forcement Officer’s Bill of Rights 
permit the dismissal of a police 
officer convicted of a felony with— 
out the holding of a _ hearing 
board. Although MML wanted 
proposals by July 15, council de— 
cided to submit other suggestions 
later. Pilski explained facetiously, 
“If it’s a day late and they don’t 
want to take it, we’ll take our 
dues out of the League.” 

In county legislation, council 
decided it could not recommend 
CB 3-1985 until it reflected a 
stronger provision, such as a su- 
per-majority, for the recommen- 
dations of a municipality. The 
purpose of the proposed bill is to 
establish provisions in older de- 
veloped areas for parking and 
loading facilities. The redrafted 
bill would eliminate the role of 
the Zoning Hearing Examiner 
and special exceptions. This ver- 
sion would affect the Roosevelt 
Center in that a special excep- 
tion procedure for additional uses 
in the Center would not be requir- 
ed. Instead the proposed bill has 
one standard, “Parking and load- 
ing areas of adjacent residential 
areas will not be infringed upon 
if the departure is granted.” 

Councilmember White brought 
up the problem Hunting Ridge 
was having in getting an abate- 
ment for Park and Planning tax- 
es levied last year. He had dis- 
eussed the problem with Senator 
Leo Green who had offered to seek 
the opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral and explore the possibility of 
a bill to eliminate the problem, if
